And’ will it be 
possible for the British Navy to 
make use of the fortified har- 
bour of Alexandria in the event 
of war?

By the terms of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Treaty, Great Britain 
and Egypt, as independent coun- 
tries, are pledged to become al- 
Hes in the event of cither being 
at war, Consequently, we may 
consider the Egyptian. and the 
British armies as working in 
closest co-operation, 


Forces in Libya 


According to-information re- 
ceived, there are at present 90,- 
000 troops and considerable air, 
force in Libya under the com-r 
mond of AirMorshal Balbo.

iE resignation of : Maxim 

Litvinov is a disastor that 
may altor the political msp of 
Europe. It is tho, biggest suc- 
cess that has fallen to ‘Mr. 
Chamberlain's class-policy. 

We can as:yot only guess why 
this able and tenacious man re- 
tired from one of the most rer- 
ponsible positions in the civilis- 
ed world; but seldom have 1 
hazarded a guess with less 
hesitation. 


-He had offored a triplo al- 
“Hance te Downing Street and 
though that institution ' still 
dallies ovor the drafting of its 
final answer, no one doubts 
what its substance will be. Mr. 
Chamberlain quibbies, but in 
offect he will refuse. 


That was known already in 
Moscow. It meant ao heavy re- 
buff for Litvinov and his initia- 


tive. It is an experience which ~ 


no Great Power can be expect- 
ed to enjoy. 


Litvinov took a risk when he 
mado that goricrous proposal. 
He staked everything on the 
sincerity of Mr, Chamberlaln’s 
conversion to a policy of re- 
sistance, He gambled; he lost, 
and he hag paid tho price of 
daring. . 
The misfortune is that this 

failure did not stand alone, In 
1934, after Hitler had come to 
power, Litvinov saw tho neces- 
sity of reversing the foreign 
Policy of the Soviet Union. He 
entered tho Leaguo of Nations, 
which Communlats had hitherto 
regarded as a tool of British and 
-French Imporialism. 


Simultancously, Litvinov 


launched his Eastern Pact of © 


mutual defence. Poland would 
not join it, and though France 
ratified tho troaty after long 
delays, she has never yet givon 
it reality by entering into mili- 
tary conversations, 


DOES IT MEAN ISOLATION? 
Parallel with these. moves, 


Litvinov took the lead in pro- | 


moting the general strategy of 
the People’s. Front. This bold 
doparture-from orthodoxy scor- 
ed its brilliant early successes, 
. but in the long run the “two 
' hundred familics” got the bet- 
ter of it in. France. 

It wrote a page of epic glory 
in Spain, only to.rouse in Ber- 
lin, Rome and’ Downing Street 
a class-consclous opposition 
that destroyed it. 

Then Russia was banished 
from the talks Which ended in 
the betrayal of Munich, And 
now comes the rojection of the, 
Rusalan plan of collective 
security, 

Litvinov carried on a con- 

‘structive European policy with 
imagination and perseverance, 
It Hea in ruins with no lasting 
succees to its credit, Mr. Cham- 
berlain finally shattered it. 

Jt is to be foreseen that the 
Soviat Union will now rotire into 
relative isolation, It cannot 
force its help on those who do 
not want it, 

It is significant that M. 
Potemkin, Litvinov’s immediate 
Neutenant, who shared ‘his 
views, has not been chosen to 
suceeed him. M, Molotov, though 
his may be only a provisional 
appointment, is a home-staying 
Russian whose horizon {s the 
steppe.

IS her latest book, “The 
Patriot,” published by 


Methuen, Pearl Buck takes up 
the story ‘of New China, or the 
period from 1927 to the fall of 
Nanking at the hands of the Jap- 
anesé army. The book's greatest 
merjt is in the manner in which 
she has portrayed how, to the 
amazement of the beer-guzzling 
Old China Hands who said it 
couldn’t be done, patriotism 
awoke In this country overnight. 


She presents it in its true per- 
spective, as a definite sequel to 
the 1927 massacres when, to the 
dismay of the working classes of 
the world, Chiang Kai-shek turn- 
ed against the Communists who 
had helped him into power. - 

Wu I-wan, En-lan and Tama 
are the three main characters 
of this tale. I-van ia the 
favourite son of a rich Chinese 
family, the Far Eastern counter- 
part of Hackett’s “large property, 
owners who can sec nothing but 
madness in a well-to-do man say- 
ing that Russians are respce- 
table." But I-wan’ ig algo an 
idealist. 

One day he meets En-lan, 3a 
young radical student and joins 
thelr band, But Chiang nips their 
plans In the bud. En-lan flees and 
joins the .Communists in the 
“Long March” which Edgar Snow 
has helped to make famous. 

J-wan, however, thanks to his 


rich’ family, is sparcd and is‘ 


sent to Japan. There, ho. mar-

the Jand of his birth, He is at 
first puzzled by the outbrenk of 
the SinoJapanese hostilities.
